The leaders display anything but disin­ 
terested patriotism, having

Minn., earnestly requests you to take 
such steps as are possible to stop the 
slaughter of Jews in Russia.” 
Dr. Smith, in his sermon, after speak­ 
ing of prevailing conditions througnout 
the great Russian empire, reverted to 
the recent horrible m assacres of peo­ 
ple of the Hebrew' race, which have 
taken place in various parts of Russia.

affectionate remembrance of parents, 
but thinking first and most of others at 
the suprme moment 
there lies the es 
sence of heroism. 
“ Brainerd is proud of tho memory of 
a young hero of this quality and will be 
for years. 
A boy 
named 
W ilkins, 17 
years old, was accidently shot while 
hunting. 
H is left arm and lung were 
torn to pieces, but he lived for five hours 
after the accident in such agony that 
death at any moment would have been 
a blessing to him. 
The excr u hating 
pain and the consciousness th at death 
was at hand did not cause him to forget 
his duty to others 
in fact, intensified 
his devotion to his mother, and his last 
act was to request tho collection of a 
little money due him, the liquidation of 
a few trifling debts, and the payment of 
the remainder to his mother. 
Then he 
became unconscious and death soon 
mercifully came. 
“ There was nothing dram atic in this 
boy’s act 
nothing that would appeal to 
the grandstand 
but his was the act of 
a hero, arid his memory will be honored 
in Brainerd, and wherever the story 
is 
known, for many years.”

to the business interests of the coun­ 
try the president, at the instance of 
Secretary Root, during th e day an­ 
nounced two new rules. 
T he first of 
these has not yet taken concrete form, 
but its substance, as m ade public, was 
j that hereafter any applicant for ap­ 
pointment as secretary 
of embassy 
or legation must possess a knowledge 
of at least one other language than 
English arid must be otherwise exam­ 
ined as to his competency. 
This rule 
Is closely in line with th e English 
practice and iii its development will 
involve the promotion of the bright 
young men in the diplomatic service 
in the degree that they justify it by 
hard study fitting them for new posts. 
T he order as to the consular serv­ 
ice a m e n d s the existing rule which re 
quires the examination of such consu­ 
lar officers as are limited In compen­ 
sation to the maxim um of $2,500 per 
annum and a minimum of $1,000.
